ture to which admission is obtained on the payment of money or any 
other reward; to license and establish ferries across the Mississippi 
river from said city to the opposite shore, and to impose reasonable 
fines anc penalties for the violation of any such laws and ordinances. 
And the said city council shall have full and exclusive ‘power to grant

Thatall monies raised, recovered, received or collected by 
means of any tax, license, penalty, fine forfeiture or otherwise under
